portions of said outer w all formiftg a slot (5)-through said puter wall and also 
formifig first and second lips jaym-nn said outer wall adiacent said slot, 
the slot havi ng a length, and 

an adhesive strip ^WH'Psitioned selectively to close the slot in tho onvolop e said Qwter 
wall alon^ r the entire length of said slot with a d ouble seal formed along the outer 
wall of the envelope, wherein the adhesive strip (iO)-comprises two parallel adhe- 
sive faces, aiJid-whcrein 

a first of said parallel adhesive f ace s (16. 31) is completely covered with a first, 
detachable protective ^tripxun priij^r closing the slot. wh^Fein 
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a second of said parallel adhesive faces comprises a first zone-f43) that is fixed to 
the iaUsL-wall <^-pf the envelope along a -and beyond the entire length of 
saidjirst lip {9>-of said sJot-(§), and a second zone 444)"that extends adja- 
cent and beyond the slot and said second lip (23> of the slo t and along the 
entire length of said slot, and

whereby the slot is adapted to be doublv sealed a long its entire length on the outer wall of the 
envelope by, first, the fir?^t face of the adhe sive st rip and also, second, bv the second face of the 
adhesive strip bonding to the outer wall of the envelope adjacent and hevond the end of the first 
face pf the adhesive strip, when the package is fill e d- closed and sealed, and shipp ed. 

2. (Currentiy Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein a >the outer wall 
the wall (3) of the envelope ^iOVhas a further portion ftxtP.nHft}pp beyond (4>-the second lip (33) 
of the slot (5)rfor a distance at least equal to a length of the second zone (i4>of th e second face 
of the sen-adhesive strip-f4^. 

3. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein a length of the 
second zone ^M>K)f thfi second fa(?^ of the adhesive strip (+0)-is at least equal to a length of the 
first zone OS Uif the second face o f the adhesive strip. 

4. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the slot ^^is 
rectilinear. 

5. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the slot (5)4s ar- 
ranged close to a rectilinear edge (Wfof the envelope-(30). 
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6. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1 , wherein the envelope 

is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-{37>, each of said distinct pockets communicating 
with a respective portion of the slot-(S^. 

7. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the envelope-<^ 
comprises at least one sheet ^2r6Homprising an outer layer of oriented polyamide , laminat e d 
wrth -and an inner, polyethylene laver^SO ^ laminated to said outer layer . 

8. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the adhesive strip 
0©)-comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polymer, covered on two sides with 
a rubber based adhesive (12> lA, 16^ 21) . 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product, comprising the 
steps of: 

- providing a package according to claim 1 ; 

- inserting the product-<38)-into the envelope-(30)5 through the slot-(5), 

« removing the first protective strip ^i5><overing the second zone ^44)-of the adhesive 
strip-fW), and sealing said second zone on the second lip (23)-of the slot and onto the outer wall 
(4)-of the envelope; 

- removing the second protective strip (4^from the first face i^€)rof the adhesive strip; 

and 

- folding the envelope back on itself along the slot, so that the stripped face of the ad- 
hesive strip is folded back on itself. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product according to 
claim 9, wherein a relative pressure of at least 0.95 bar and a temperature in the rang e of -40 *C 
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to 55 °C ffl^^xistg inside said package after packing without losing product outside the enve- 
lope. 

11. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the slot ^is 
rectilinear. 

12. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the slot<S)-is 
rectilinear. 

13. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-(3?>, each communicating with a respective portion 
of the slot-(^. 

14. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-(37>. each communicating with a respective portion 
oftheslot-(5>. 

15. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets-(37>, each communicating with a respective portion 
oftheslot-^. 

16. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope-<3^ 
comprises at least one eutef-sheet (^r^omprising an outer laver of oriented polyamide? and an 
inner, polyethylene laver laminated to said outer \^yer 

17. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the envelope-<30> 
comprises at least one enter sheet ^Sr^^-comprisin g an outer layer of oriented polyamidey and an 
inner, polyethylene lave r laminated to said outer layer . 

18. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope-(30) 
comprises at least one eutef sheet-(2r4) comprisin g an outer layer of oriented polyamide? and an 
inner, polyethylene laver laminated to said outer layf,f 
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19. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2. wherein the adhesive strip 
fWHomprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polyme r^ covered eedta4 on two 
sides with a rubber based adhesive (12, 11, 16,21) . 

20- (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3. wherein the adhesive strip 
{4^-comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polymer, covered coat e d on two 
sides with a rubber based adhesiv e (12, 1^, 16, 31) . 
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
